SCCA RoadRaliy 


Do you love the challenge of a maze? Or do you enjoy a good drive through the country side? Then SCCA 
RoadRally is for you! Competition takes place in standard street vehicles on public roads, and involves 2 person 
teams consisting of a Driver and a Navigator. Competitors are given instructions to follow, which include turns, 
odometer measurements and average speeds (set below legal limits). Throughout the event at unknown locations, 
the teams will come across checkpoints, at which they are timed . The idea is to stay on course and on time, 
staying as close to perfect time as possible. Teams are penalized for being early or late. At then end of the event, 
scores are tallied, and the team with the lowest point total wins. 


Want to play in the dirt without the cost of a cage? Like your car, but could like it more if it were sideways? Try 
RallyCross! Essentially an Autocross on a loose surface, RallyCross is a hybrid for those looking for sideways action 
in a controlled environment. A course is set out, marked with cones. Cars are then started one at a time, and 
timed from start to finish. After a minimum of three runs, the times are added up to determine a winner. The 
driver with the fastest accumulative time, takes home the trophy for the event. Each event is broken down into 6 
classes: Production, Production GT, Truck/SUV, Group 2, Group 5 and Open. The P, PGT, and T/SUV classes are 
for basically stock vehicles with standard street tires. G2, G5, and Open are for more modified cars and cars using 
aggressive-tread tires. Event points are earned toward the season Championship.

Want to see street legal cars speeding through the woods? Got the itch to race around on a gravel road you've 
never seen before? Wanna kick up some dirt? Take a look at the SCCA ClubRally or ProRally programs! ClubRally 
and ProRally are run in production based vehicles on closed-to-the-public gravel roads. These cars are prepared 
with roll cages, and require fire suits and helmets for both Driver and Co-Driver. Between stages (racing sections), 
cars travel on open, public roads and obey all traffic laws. At the end of the day, the times for all stages are added 


up, fastest time wins.

Some history of the 
Oregon Trail ProRally 


In 1982 there were no stage rallies in the state of Oregon; 
all Northwest events were held in Washington. Nicholas 
Moore and the Portland and District Motoring Club started 
with a small event called the May Day Rally. A series of 50 
mile events began, mostly run on the eastern side of Portland 
near Estacada and Molalla. Eventually one event called Howl 
at the Moon was extended to 100 miles, the minimum for a 
National event at the time, proving that Oregon could host a 
National rally. 

Two weeks before a planned 1983 ProRally in Washing- 
ton called the Tour de Forest, the organizer had to cancel. 
Quick work brought the event to Tualatin, Oregon, so the first 
Oregon National ProRally was actually the Tour de Forest of 
1983. That event was won by Steve Millen and Ty Holmquist 
in a Mitsubishi Starion. 

After proving that the club could handle a National event 
the Oregon Trail ProRally was added to the calendar for the 
1984 season. The winner was rally legend John Buffum in an 
Audi Quattro, with Rod Millen’s RX7 hot on his heals in 
second place. That was the only year the Oregon Trail was

part of the national championship, as it dropped from the 
calendar after that. 

The Oregon Trail resurfaced on the Northwest rally 
scene in 1995, when the Oregon Rally Group resurrected the 
name for a one-day ClubRally based around Vernonia, in 
which 19 entrants from Oregon, Washington, and California 
participated. 

Interest and participation in rallying grew, until the 2000 
version of the event, at which there were 55 cars, and the 
Oregon Trail was added on the National Schedule as a 60% 
points counting event. The headquarters was moved to 
Tillamook, and the crews got to bask in the awesome size of 
the Tillamook Air Museum and Blimp Hangar to start the day. 
The event saw TV coverage from Speedvision, and was well 
regarded by entrants and officials alike. The 2001 event saw 
another jump in entrants to 65, and a few growing pains as the 
event filled hotel rooms for 15 miles North and South of 
Tillamook. In 2002 the headquarters was moved to Hillsboro, 
and an astounding 80 teams came to participate in the rally. 

An estimated 70 teams from across the country and 
around the globe will be heading to this year’s Oregon Trail 
ProRally, headquartered at the Hillsboro Red Lion Inn in 
Hillsboro. Oregon. The event begins on Friday, July 11th, with 
registration, a technical inspection and a welcome party.

SCCA ProRally 
Western States Rally Championship 


Inaugural Season 
‘By John Elkin 


It has long been a goal to unite the western States various rallies 
into one cohesive unit. The western half of the country has been the 
domain of two very different and well established championships for 
many years: The California Rally Series, encompassing California, 
Arizona and southern Nevada: and the Northern Pacific Division of 
SCCA in Washington, Oregon and Northern Nevada. Over the years 
there have been talks and plans made alas nothing has ever come of 
them. In late 2002 necessity was the mother of invention. 

Costs of running the prestigious SCCA ProRally Series have 
become very high. Many teams have taken their shot at the whole 
series usually only making one season before having to fall back and 
regroup financially for lack of sponsorship dollars which plagues all 
motorsports these days. 

John Dillon, a well established navigator and promotional 
visionary, came up with the idea of uniting 10 SCCA ClubRally 
events into a single Western States Rally Championship (WSRC). By 
adding the WSRC banner to existing events the championship would 
be born with little cost and organizers of smaller events could enjoy 
additional entries due to interest in gaining a prestigious champion- 
ship. Competitors would now have a recognized Championship of 
diversified events without the added travel Costs to the mid west and 
eastern seaboard three or four times a year. 

Corporate help followed quickly as Malaysian tire manufac- 
turer Silverstone High Performance Tyres quickly signed on as the 
title sponsor for 2003, with an option to renew through 2005.

Associate sponsorship has been added from Willans Harness, a 
manufacturer of racing safety restraints; Graphics Works, providing 
high quality decals and graphics; and inhouselT, a company which 
assists businesses with computer technology to keep up with growth. 

The WSRC also has instituted a worker incentive program 
among rally volunteers. Rally competitors know how important 
volunteer workers are to the health and quality of an event. Simply 
put, without workers, rally competitors cannot compete in a safe and 
controlled environment. Volunteers accrue points for each event 
worked; at the end of the year the workers with the most points are 
rewarded with trophies. 

As mentioned above, John Dillon is chairman of the WSRC. 
Bruce Tabor (founder of the Tabor Rally Team), a Production class 
driver and full time CPA oversees finances as the secretary and 
treasurer. Bruce’s daughter Kristen Tabor, who drives a Geo Metro in 
northwest events, relays comments and questions as the competitor 
liaison. Trevor Donison, a former winner of the Donison Cup, the 
Championship award for Production Class in the SCCA ProRally 
Series named after Trevor’s late father Roy, is the official points 
keeper. The official website of the WSRC (www.wsrally.com) is 
maintained by Group N Mitsubishi driver and Pikes Peak class winner 
Wolfgang Hoeck. 

Teams came from all over the western States to compete at the 
first event in the WSRC, the Doo Wop Rally in Hoquiam, Washing- 
ton. It bodes well for the fledgling championship going into its 
second and probably most popular event for media exposure, the Rim 
of the World Rally. The 80 entry limit was filled quickly with the 
bulk of ClubRally entries concentrating on WSRC points.

What is a Performance Rally? 


ProRallying is one of the world’s most challenging and popular 
motorsports. Unlike any other type of car racing, rally teams must 
face a “track” which is unknown to them, and which consists of 
rugged unpaved roads across terrain ranging from deserts to moun- 
tains, including sand, gravel, mud, or snow. The Sports Car Club of 
America presents three forms of the sport: the local, entry level SCCA 
RallyCross (SM); the regionally-based and cost-contained SCCA 
ClubRally; and the coast-to-coast SCCA ProRally Championship 
series. 

Just prior to the start of a performance rally, the co-driver (or 
navigator) is provided a Route Book, containing instructions with 
exact mileages and simple course following directions. Driving on any 
roads that may be used for the rally in the weeks prior to the event is 
prohibited, so rally teams must rely on being able to “read the road”, 
accompanied by any turns or hazards which are listed in the Route 
Book. 

For a day and a night, or several days, the team’s task is to 
drive as fast as possible on every “special” stage — closed sections of 
road on which only rally cars are allowed. These special stages are 
connected by “transit” sections in between to repair their vehicles or 
relax a moment. Transit sections are typically public highways and 
secondary roads, on which the rally cars are required to follow all 
posted speed limits and traffic laws. Racing full speed on unknown 
dirt roads requires courage, teamwork, an incredibly tough vehicle, 
and a sideways-through-the-comers driving style that is thrilling to 
watch. 

SCCA Performance Rally cars, all street licensed and regis- 
tered, are usually compact sport sedans, with the fastest being turbo- 
charged for extra power and all-wheel drive for traction. At the 
ProRally level there are seven categories, including international 
classifications for cars often seen in World Rally competition, such as 
Subaru Impreza WRX and Mitsubishi Lancer Evolution models. 

From local RallyCrosses to four-day international events, 
Performance Rallies share the same attraction: Real cars on real 
roads, driven at speeds which are difficult to believe!

SCCA ProRally Classes 


For a car (or truck) to be eligible for use in SCCA ProRally and 
ClubRally events, it must be based on a model built by a recognized 
manufacturer. They must have required safety equipment, such as a 
full roll cage, approved safety harnesses and fire extinguishers. There 
are several classifications so that small engined, two-wheel drive cars 
are not competing directly with all-wheel drive turbocharged cars. 


Open - All-wheel drive. The engine must be derived from one offered 
by the manufacturer of the vehicle, and be no larger than 5100cc, 
except in the case of pushrod engines which are allowed up to 389 
cubic inches. Turbo or supercharged engines are allowed up to 
3000cc. Popular cars in Open are Subaru WRX and Mitsubishi 
Lancer Evos, and chassis modified for AWD, such as the Ford 
Focus. 


Group 5 - Two-wheel drive. Same engine restrictions as Open, but a 
minimum of 1000 examples must have been sold globally. Mazda 
RX7s, Hondas, Volvos, Saabs and Ford Mustangs have been 
popular in Group 5. 


Group 2 - Two-wheel drive. Same model restrictions as Group 5. 
Engine size limited to 2400cc, adjusted by a multiplier. Pushrod 
engines allowed up to 3000cc; 4-valve-per-cylinder engines 
limited to 2000cc. Turbo/supercharging not permitted. A very 
popular class for beginners, includes many VW, Honda, and 
Toyota models. 


Production and Production GT - Vehicles must be available in 
minimum quantities of 1000 per year in the United States. Very 
few modifications, other than the addition of safety equipment, are 
allowed. Interiors must remain in place, though carpeting may be 
removed. The engine size in Production is limited to an adjusted 
2650cc, and they must be two-wheel drive. Vehicles with larger 
engines and AWD run in Production GT. 


FIA Group N - Production Cars in accordance with FIA Group N 
rules. Similar to SCCA Production classes, but with more 
allowable modifications. Cars must have seating for four. 


FIA Group A - Touring Cars in accordance with FIA Group A rules. 
Similar to SCCA Open class, but more restricted. Cars must have 
seating for four. 


To view FIA regulations from their web site, go to www.fia.com, 
English version, click on Technical and Sporting Regulations / 
Technical Regulations / Appendix J. From that page you may 
choose Article 254 for Group N or Article 255 for Group A. 


Historic - Instituted several years ago to permit cars from the early 
days of rallying, particularly the 1950s and 1960s. Cars must be 
manufactured prior to January 1, 1972, and are limited to two- 
wheel drive. Very few modifications are allowed, mostly restricted 
to present day safety equipment. The intent is to provide a venue 
for cars homologated under the FIA Historic Rallying Regulations, 
Appendix K.

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A Guide for the Rally Spectator 


Planning to hit the trail to see a ProRally up close? Here 


are a few tips to make your experience more enjoyable. 


° Wear comfortable clothing. That includes shoes and socks. 


Walking shoes or hiking boots are preferable to sandals or other 
footwear with minimal support. You may have to walk a consider- 
able distance on unimproved trails between parking and viewing 
areas. 


Dress appropriately: You will likely be standing in brush, so wear 
long pants or tall socks to avoid scratched legs or insect bites. If it 
will be sunny and warm, take plenty of sunscreen, and water to 
stay hydrated. Insect repellent is also a good idea. It may also be 
dusty, so take precautions with cameras and contact lenses. You 
may have to remain in the spectator areas for several hours 
between the arrival of the first car and the time when the stage is 
cleared by the Sweep vehicles. If the weather is questionable, take 
along jackets, sweaters, rain gear or other appropriate clothing. 
Hats and gloves may be required after darkness falls and tempera- 
tures drop. 


For comfort, you may wish to take a daypack with food, soft 
drinks and water. Alcoholic beverages are not allowed at most 
spectator areas, so save them for the post-rally celebrations. A 
lightweight collapsible chair or blanket may also make viewing 
more pleasurable, but do not sit close to stage roads. 


Take special care to avoid possible impact areas. Do not stand 
or sit in front of trees or berms. In case a car goes out of control 
you will not be able to react quickly enough to avoid injury. Keep 
a reign on children as well as they do not understand the possible 
danger.

A scanner radio is helpful in keeping track of the rally’s progress. 
Find out the frequencies being used (they may be printed in the 
Official Program) for the rally’s Safety Network. A scanner is a 
receive-only radio. If you have a ham radio license, you may 
prefer to work the rally as there are seldom enough radio operators 
to adequately cover the rally course. If you are not a registered 
worker, do not attempt to contact Rally Control via radio; rather 
convey any emergency information to a rally Radio Operator. 


A weather radio is also helpful to check on changes in weather. 
You may be able to program a scanner for weather frequencies. 


If viewing stages after dark, take along a flashlight to light dark 
pathways. Reflective tape on your clothing is helpful so that you 
may be seen, particularly by drivers of other spectator cars who 
may be in a rush to get to another stage. Another item for being 
seen at night is light sticks, the kind that you snap to mix the 
chemicals so they glow. String them into a necklace or belt. 


Photo tips - Unless you are a credentialed photographer (with a 
PHOTO pass issued by rally organizers), you will not be allowed 
into certain areas. That does not mean you can’t take good photos. 
Insides of corners are great as the cars are usually slowed down 
enough to catch them, and may be throwing up a spray of rocks. If 
using flash, do not aim directly at the drivers’ faces. Try to shoot 
outside the drivers’ peripheral vision.

USA is a collaboration between Subaru of America, Inc., 
Subaru Tecnica International (STi) and Subaru World Rally 
Team representative, Prodrive. 

In 2001, their first year of competition in the U.S., 
Subaru Rally Team USA captured the Manufacturer’s title and 
Mark Lovell took the overall Driver’s Championship. The 
Subaru team was not so successful in 2002, taking only two 
victories, at Pikes Peak and Maine. 

At Rim of the World last year, Mark Lovell rolled his 
WRX on Friday night, but the crew was able to make repairs 
and kept the car in the event. Lovell eventually finished in 
fourth place.

Mark Lovell’s entry into rallying began in 
1980 when he answered an ad on the back of a 
magazine seeking a young British rally driver. 
He beat out 15,000 applicants, securing a ride 
with Ford and David Campion. He went on to : 
win the 1985 British National Championship and , 
1986 British Open Championship, the 1987 and 
1988 Irish Tarmac Championship, the Nether- : 
lands Championship in 1988 and the 1990 Malaysian Chistspionship, 

During his career Lovell has driven professionally for Ford, 
Nissan, Citroen and Toyota. Since 1996 he has provided gravel notes 
on WRC rallies for various drivers. 

Mark won the 2001 SCCA ProRally Driver title, winning six 
events. He managed only two wins in 2002, finishing third in points. 


Roger Freeman, Co-driver 
Runcorn, England 

Roger Freeman's experience as a co-driver spans over twenty 
years. During that time he has called the turns for such notable drivers 
as Ari Vatanen and Subaru's Toshi Arai. At the 1996 Network Q RAC 
Rally of Great Britain he rode with Formula One shoe Martin Brundle 
in a guest drive in a Ford Escort Cosworth. 

In recent years he has co-driven for Natalie Barratt, including 
several times during 2002 in the World Rally Championship aboard a 
Hyundai Accent WRC. (Barratt is often the highest placing woman 
competitor on WRC events.) 

Freeman joined Lovell as part of Subaru Rally Team USA at the 
Susquehannock Trail ProRally last month. The pair captured Subaru’s 
first victory of the season recently at the Pikes Peak International 
Hillclimb.

With only two seasons of experience, 
Ramana quickly caught the attention SRT-USA 
after consistent top ten overall finishes in his then 
Group N car Subaru Impreza WRX.

RallyAmerica, the new kid... 


Who and what is RallyAmerica? Everybody wants to 
know and nobody has a clear idea. Legally, RallyAmerica is a 
corporation owned by Doug Havir, rallyist from Minnesota. 
His staff includes Bruce Weinman and Beryl Ann Burton, 
Johnny Parker, Al Kintigh, Kristi Anderson and a host of 
others. 

Their declared purpose is to assist individual event 
organizers, participating manufacturers, and the SCCA 
Performance Rally Department in managing event operations 
of the SCCA ProRally, Championship. “Our intention,” says 
Beryl Ann Burton, coordinator of Rally Operations for 
RallyAmerica, “is to work in concert with the SCCA, to 
provide resources not otherwise available to the volunteer 
organizers, and to attempt to ease the increased time and 
money demands on them. Long term, we want a stable, 
consistent 9-10 event ProRally series that is fun to put on and 
fun to run.” 

How are they going about this? Before beginning, RA 
met with SCCA President Steve Johnson and Performance 
Rally Director Kurt Spitzner to present their plan, and then 
they brought the organizers together for a meeting. “Ideas 
flowed fast and furiously once we got the organizers on 
board,” said Burton, “and we have been running to keep up 
ever since!” 

RA assisted Lake Superior ProRally last fall by bringing 
Mike Gibeault, Rim of the World organizer up to Northern 
Michigan to work with the LSPR timing and scoring crew and 
Kerry and Karen Freund, from the Ojibwe Forests Committee, 
to help handle the Registration. Rim of the World organizer, 
Paula Gibeault credits RallyAmerica with negotiating their 
contract with the SCCA. “Having that piece of our event 
handled months in advance and settled has reduced our stress 
immensely,” says Gibeault. RallyAmerica worked with the 
Sno*Drift committee to introduce the new timing equipment, 
self-starting Tag-Heuer clocks at each start and infra red light 
beams at the finish, designed to add consistency to the timing 
systems. 

How are they paying for all of this? Right now, they are 
living off an investment made by owner Doug Havir according 
to Burton. The goal is to be a profitable entity. “We don’t 
plan on getting rich, but we do want to cover expenses.” They 
are actively recruiting sponsorship for their programs, mer- 
chandise sales are planned and Burton feels advertising on 
their live online updates during events will soon be a saleable 
product as well. “First things first. Help create a stable series, 
with consistent services for the competitors, and the rest will 
follow”, she says.

Special information for Spectators regarding the Oregon Trail ProRally 


Thank you for coming to the 2003 Oregon Trail ProRally. We want you to have an enjoyable spectating experience, but 
there are some rules that must be followed. 


First of all, due to forest fire danger, we ask that you observe the following under penalty of expulsion/arrest: 
e¢ NO smoking in the woods. 

e NO fireworks 

¢ NO open fires (this includes Barbeques and hibachi’s). 


Oregon Department of Forestry regulations require that all vehicles using the forests in the current state of fire readiness 
must be equipped with a 2 1/2 lb ABC fire extinguiser and a shovel (with minimum 26” handle and 8” blade width). The ODF 
has relaxed this rule for rally spectators, but please bring these items if you have them. 


The speed limit in the forest is 25mph. Please drive with your lights on. All access is 2-way traffic, keep to the right. 


When parking, follow the instructions of the marshals and posted signs. Park only on the one designated side of the road, 
allowing enough room for any emergency vehicles to pass unimpeded, and please do not park on dry grass. 


Please try to be in position at least half an hour before the first car is scheduled to run the stage. You will not be allowed to 
cross the road after that time, if the area has a road crossing area. If you do cross the road, you must remain in that position until 
after all rally vehicles have completed the stage and the official sweep car passes. 


Spectators are only allowed to view the rally at designated spectator areas. Please observe the area boundaries, and please 
follow instructions given by the spectator marshals. Do not stand beyond red banner tape, that area is off-limits to spectators. 
Please be aware that if rally officials are not pleased with placement of spectators, the stage may be cancelled. Don’t risk the 
wrath of others who have spent the time and money to view the cars in action. 


Due to new rally safety guidelines, it is now forbidden to walk into the stages from either the Stage Start or Finish. 


Please do not litter. Pack out all debris. We are guests in the forests, and we hope to maintain a good relationship with the 
Department of Forestry and the other landowners that have graciously allowed us to use their roads. 


Additional Spectating Information: 


There will be three stages each day, run twice each. Two 
of those stages each day will have a spectator area. It is antici- 
pated that we will be running cars at two minute intervals due 
to dry and dusty conditions, so it will be impossible to view the 
cars more than twice each day. You are advised to stay at one 
area for the whole day, or catch the first running of one and the 
second running of the other (if the schedule permits). It is not 
possible to watch cars leave at the beginning of the day and 
beat them to the first spectator area. 


You are welcome to visit the service areas to watch 
teams work on their cars, but stay out of their paddock spaces 
so they may work unimpeded. The service areas are noted in 
spectator instructions. Please do not drive into the service area 
on Saturday at the Vernonia school. There is not sufficient 
room for parking the vehicles of competitors, workers and 
spectators there. You may drive into the service area at the 
Tillamook fairgrounds; please observe the one-way traffic 
pattern, and park on the opposite side of the gravel road from 
the service area. 


Oregon driver Paul Eklund is always a contender in his 
Subaru WRX.
